Beachside residents 
have limited 
entertainment 
options.

With the recent redesign of the 
dorms’ dining halls, students at Hill- 
side, Parkside and Beachside Col- 
leges seem content with the better 
buffets, but one inconsistency has 
sparked a few student inquiries. 

Rooms in the on campus dorms, 
Hillside -and Parkside, come 
equipped with more than 40 premi- 
um channels, ranging from the Food 
Network to AMC. But Beachside, the 
off-campus residential housing, has 
little more than 20 basic channels, 
with only a few major networks such 
as MSNBC and CBS. 

Some residents would argue that 
Beachside’s shiny hardwood floors 
and mirrored closets compensate for 
the lack of cable, but other students 
say there should be equal packaging. 

“[It’s] not fair that the cable sys- 
tems aren’t the same,” Kira Egan, a 
senior sociology major, said. 

Egan, who has been living in Hill-_ 
side for two years, said other students 
have also commented on the incon- 
sistency of the cable system. 

“It’s inconvenient, and [the chan- 
nels] should be the same,” engineer- 
ing student Carson Abbott, a Beach- 
side Resident Assistant, ‘said. “It 
makes it logical for it to be uniform 
throughout each hall.” 5 

Instead of being able to watch their 
preferred channels in their rooms, 
Beachside residents have to make 
due with the only channel-packed 
TV, which sits in Beachside’s multi- 
purpose room and works on a first- 
come, first-served basis. :

Engineers put down saws for new plasma cutter 


Professor Christiane Beyer helped bring the 
new technology to campus.

When she moved from Germany to 
the U.S. three years ago to teach at Cal 
State Long Beach, associate engineer- 
ing professor Christiahe Beyer was 


asked one question. 

“What tools do you think are miss- 
ing in your department?” Dean of 
Engineering Dr. Forouzan Golshani 
asked Beyer. 

In her answer, Beyer recommended 
that the department acquire a machine 
that would allow her engineering stu- 
dents to have more creative freedom 
for their senior projects, which they are 


required to design and manufacture 


during the course of two semesters. 

In a nearly 1,000-word proposal to 
the DENSO North American Founda- 
tion, Beyer outlined the benefits a com- 
puter-controlled plasma cutter could 
provide for students. ; 

Beyer’s proposal worked. Accord- 
ing to Golshani, the Torchmate 5x5 
— an almost 200-pound, computer-

Before becoming a_ three-time 
Olympic gold medalist in beach vol- 
leyball, May-Treanor was a CSULB 
champion as she played for the 49ers 
women’s volleyball team from 1995 
to 1999, 

“We were the first team to have a 
full season in the [Walter] Pyramid 
when it was built, and we packed that 
pyramid,” she said. “It was the best 
experience.” 

As starting setter and team captain 
in 1998, May-Treanor led the 49ers to 


its first Division I NCAA Women’s 
Volleyball Championship with an un- 
precedented 36-0 record. 

“Long Beach State is known for 
its volleyball program,” May-Treanor 
said. “That’s what helped shape me as 
an athlete and how I was able to fur- 
ther [my career] and be the Olympian 
that I am.” 

Another CSULB alumnus-turned- 
Olympian, 1972 men’s basketball 
silver medalist Ed Ratleff, played for 
CSULB from 1969 to 1973 and led 
his team twice to the NCAA West Re- 
gional final. 

“You just have to play hard and 
practice all the time,’ Ratleff said. 
“Like what people say in life, any- 
thing you want to do you actually can 
do if you put your mind to it.” 
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Beachside College residents 
receive fewer channels.

Carson said only the multipurpose 
room’s television has access to more 
than 40 channels. He said students can- 
not hold an impromptu movie night or 
routinely watch fall favorites because 
of the inaccessibility. 

Chris San Paolo, the Information 
Technology specialist in the Housing 
Department, said the inconsistency is 
not because of the university’s incapa- 
bility to provide equal services for all 
students. 

“Beachside’s cable is part of a Ve- 
rizon contract and is managed by [the 
CSULB Research] Foundation,” San 
Paolo said. 

Brian Nowlin, Chief Operating Of- 
ficer at the CSULB Research Founda- 
tion, said the decision was more com- 
plicated than ensuring a satisfactory 
channel bundle, considering the costly 
renovations performed to establish the 
Beachside location. 

“The estimated cost to extend the 
campus voice and data infrastructure 
to the property ranged from $700,000 
to $1.75 million,” Nowlin said. “This 
did not include TV service. Our budget 
to renovate the property was not suf- 
ficient to include this work. However, 
we were able to outsource the service 
to Verizon for a FiOS TV and data net- 
work bundle at a cost within ne pro- 
jected budget.” 

According to Nowlin, alternative 


television options will be evaluated 


when the contract becomes eligible for 
renewal in 2014.

controlled plasma cutter — has been 
funded by DENSO and is scheduled 
to arrive at CSULB within a few 
weeks. 

According to Beyer, plasma cutters 
work by sending inert pressurized gas, 
such as nitrogen or oxygen, through 
a small nozzle while a spark is fired 
into the gas. This reaction turns some 
of the gas into plasma, which becomes 
hot enough to melt and cut the metal. 

With the help of this approximately 
$50,000 equipment, the department 
also hopes to uncover through re- 
search new methods of manufactur- 
ing, Golshani said. 

“Engineering subject must be 
taught hand-in-hand with lab experi- 
ence,” Golshani said. “[This machine] 
will augment student learning signifi- 
cantly. [This] is essential for a sound 
engineering program like ours.” 

According to Beyer, the plasma 
cutter, which can usually cut up to 
six-inch thick steel plates in curved or 
angled shapes, will not only decrease 
production time but also allow stu- 
dents to produce complex products. 


“TSeveral times] we had to. give 
up and tell students to design simple 
products with straight lines,” Beyer 
said. “Even though they had good 
ideas, we had to tell them to avoid 
curves in their designs because we 
weren’t able to do it with the tools we 
had. We just had to sit back and accept 
the fact that we are limited and are not 
able to produce [something].” 

With this new machine, however, 
the engineering department will be’ 
able to set aside its giant scissors, saws 
and lathes. 

Instead of using a combination of 
processes and tools to cut sheet metal, 
students will be able to enter their de- 
signs into computer software, which 
will then set the plasma-cutting ma- . 
chine into motion, according to Beyer. 

Junior engineering major Cesar 
Andraoe, who has worked extensively 
with this machine in the past, said this 
new addition to the department will 
be a great asset to students, especially 
when applying for jobs. 

“If I were an employer, I would 
want to hire someone who has ex- 
perience with this machine, because 
someone who has used the machine 
will know how to get the most out of 
the material,” Andraoe said.

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Interfaith Center shines light on religion for CSULB students

Believe it or not, there’s a place at 
Cal State Long Beach where discussing 
religion has become a comfortable feat, 
cookies and peanut butter sandwiches 
included, 

“We’re a place where students can 
feel welcomed, relaxed and connected 
with other students from different reli- 
gions and backgrounds,” Pastor Adele 
Langworthy, who volunteers at the Cal 
State Long. Beach Interfaith Center, 
said. “No one judges anyone or their 
religion.” 

Interfaith Center aims to make reli- 
gion more approachable for students, 
and it acts as a useful resource for any- 
one who wants to explore a different re- 
ligion or learn more about their existing 
one, Langworthy said. 

She said she also helps students find 
the religion that suits their beliefs and 
values.

The center attracts a wide array of 
faiths, including Catholicism, Hin- 
duism and Judaism. Anna Nazarian- 
Peters, a student life and development 
adviser, said the Interfaith Center is a 
valuable resource for students. 

“We have to support a student aca- 
demically, but also we have to support 


them spiritually, and at the Interfaith 
Center, they can find the guidance they 
need,” Nazarian-Peters said. 

Although the Interfaith Center is 
part of student services, it receives no 
funding from the university. Langwor- 
thy said the center is based entirely on 
volunteer work.

Cal 
State Long Beach’s Associated 
Students, Inc. unanimously passed 
a resolution against the new po- 
tential student fees that would be 
applied in the 2013-14 academic 
year. 

The proposed fees, which are

Cal State University Board of 
Trustees this week, include a 
graduation fee that would charge 
students $372 for each unit taken 
after completing 150 units. The 
CSU finance committee also rec- 
ommended to the Board a course 
repeat fee of $100 per unit for 
each class a student repeats and 
a third-tier fee that would charge 
$200 for each unit taken after 16 
units. 

These fees, if approved, would 
generate $35 million for the CSU 
system and would be applied 
regardless of Proposition 30’s 
outcome. 

While it is inevitable that the 
CSU will continue to raise our 
tuition and fees, the financial 
weight of getting a CSU education 
is becoming more and more of a 
burden. 

With the more money we spend 
and the more cuts made to the 
quality of our education, there will 
come a point when working for a 
CSU degree is just not worthwhile 
anymore. 


The graduation fee, or what we call the “Van Wilder fee,” pun- 


ishes students for being in college for too long. 


Now, while the goal is to get students out of school as quickly 
as possible, situations arise in which taking more than 150 units is 
necessary. There are cases where a student may have changed his 
or her major, or is trying to obtain a double major. Going up to 150 


units is not as uncommon as it may seem. 


The CSU says that its reasoning for these fees is to make sure

’ “Chuck Norris attacks sharks when he smells 
them bleeding” and “Little Miss Muffet sat on her 
tuffet, until Chuck Norris roundhouse kicked her 
into a glacier” used to be hilarious and served as 
a nod to the man who made his mark as a Jiu-Jitsu

The “South Park” creator’s 
musical hit will have you 
crying with laughter.

The transition from a crudely animated Com- 
edy Central series to a big-budget, critically 
acclaimed Broadway musical may sound like a 
strange one, but Trey Parker and Matt Stone have 
been building up to this for years. 

The two creators of “South Park” have taken 
their musical, “The Book of Mormon,” on the 
road, and Wednesday night the musical made its 
way to the Pantages theater in Los Angeles. 

Parker and Stone have had a fascination with 
musicals and the Mormon religion for years. 
Fans of “South Park” may remember the epi- 
sode “All About Mormons,” in which Stan met 
a family of friendly Mormons and was told a 
similarly musical tale about the religion and its 
bizarre quirks. 

Much like that episode, “The Book of Mor- 
mon” is a brilliant religious satire, but it avoids 
being too mean-spirited. In fact, the overly 
cheerful, yet naive missionaries in the show 
come off as endearing, and their cheerful outlook 
in the face of danger and despair gives the show 
an irreverent humor. Although the musical has its 
share of delightfully cringe-worthy moments, it 
still knows exactly where its heart lies and man- 
ages to be strangely uplifting. 

The show focuses on two vastly different 
teenage Mormon missionaries, the confident yet 
selfish Elder Price (Gavin Creel) and the portly

Luchadores in spandex 
crotch-stomped each other 
for entertainment.

Enter the mysteriously captivating world of lucha 
libre wrestling; where sweaty, masked men the size 
of refrigerators squeeze into glittery spandex and fly 
through the air; where grown men are not above using 
‘sophomoric pranks; and where it’s perfectly normal 
for one man to crush another man’s crotch using his 
face. d 

All of these bizarre yet hilariously entertaining 
theatrics made their way into Long Beach’s Museum 
of Latin American Art (MOLAA) Friday night for.an 
evening of live lucha libre, one of Mexico’s richest 
traditions. 

The night kicked off with a screening of “Viva 
Lucha Libre,” a 20-minute documentary chronicling 
the birth and expansion of lucha libre, which means 
“freestyle fighting” or “wrestling” in Spanish. Sever- 
al luchadores, or wrestlers, and enthusiasts provided 
insight and analysis for attendees, whose prior knowl- 
edge on the subject came from Jack Black. The film 
was deeply informative but brief enough to hold your 
attention until the end. It even featured commentary 
from American comedian Patton Oswalt, who grew 
up watching lucha libre movies. 

Lucha libre sprouted up in the 1930s when a Mexi- 


pathologically-lying nerd, Elder Cunningham 
(Jared Gertner.) 

Price is dead set on doing something really 
amazing to “blow God’s freaking mind” during 
his mission. He is also convinced that because he 
has been such a well behaved Mormon, God will 
answer his prayers and send him to his favorite 
place on the planet, Orlando, Fla. 

Cunningham is the outcast of his class of Mor- 
mons due to his annoying qualities and his ten- 
dency to simply lie in attempts to fit in with the 
crowd. His only goal for his mission is to make 
a friend, so he latches on to Price almost imme- 
diately. 

Unlike other missionaries who are sent to ex- 
otic European vacation spots for their missions, 
Price and Cunningham spend their mission in a 
place that really needs help: Uganda. Here, they 
find a town full of starving people, oppressed and 
riddled with AIDS much to their dismay. The 
townspeople deal with their pain and suffering 
by shouting “Hasa Dega Eebowai,” a hilarious 
play on “Hakuna Matata,” which means some- 
thing much more blasphemous than “no worries 
for the rest of your days.” 

The music of the show is absolutely hilarious 
and insanely catchy. It’s hard not to dance in your 
seat during tunes like “Man Up” and “Spooky 
Mormon Hell Dream.” 

The two actors in the lead roles are as brilliant 
and engaging as the original actors from Broad- 
way. Jared Gertner is hysterical as Cunningham, 
and he perfectly walks the line between charm- 
ing and obnoxious as he tries to fit in. Gavin Cree] 
is deliciously self-centered as he plays Price, and 
humor can be found even in his squirming as ev- 
erything around him falls apart. 

However, one of the standout performances 
is Nabulungi (Samantha Marie Ware), the town 
leader’s young daughter who still holds onto her 
innocence despite all the horrors around her. She 
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Elder Price (Gavin Creel) tries to convert General Buttf--king Naked (Derrick Williams). - 


becomes the most susceptible to the Mormon’s 
teachings and dreams of the magical land of “Sal 
Tlay Ka Siti” — or Salt Lake City — the same 
way Price dreams of Orlando. 

The rest of the missionaries in the Ugandan 

. camp have had almost no success in converting 
the locals, who spend most of their time hiding 
from the ruthless General Buttf--cking Naked, 
an evil warlord wishing to circumcise all the 
females in the town. It isn’t until Cunningham 
starts fabricating lies about the Book of Mormon 
— which he hasn’t read — that the locals start to 
finally listen. : ; 

This is where the brilliance of the show really 
comes through. Despite the humorous tone, it 
asks the serious question of whether or not re- 
ligion can be helpful, regardless of its truth. The 


’ play starts off by making the audience laugh at 


the inherent silliness of a group of Mormons 
sticking to their religion’s rules, even in the face 
of famine and disease, but it then makes clear its 
stance on religion: that all religion is full of ri- 
diculous stories intended to help people deal with 
the problems around them. : 

Parker and Stone have used Mormons to show 
that all religion is just as ridiculous when viewed 
from an outside perspective. Yet in the end, some 
people need those metaphors and mythical sto- 
ries to help them cope with the pain of being hu- 
man, and who are we to judge them if it actually 
works? 

“The Book of Mormon” will continue playing 


at the Pantages theater in Hollywood until Nov. 


25: 
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can wrestling fan adapted the use of masks in com- 
petition for his country. Removing a luchador mask 
even outside of the ring is the ultimate form of defeat 
and humiliation. This element of mystery prevents 
many lucha libre fans from ever seeing their favorite 
fighter’s face, but it adds to the intrigue. 

While many luchadores are hulking in stature, 
the film explained that they come in all shapes, 
sizes and even sexual orientations. “Luchadores ex- 
oticos,” or drag queen luchadores, dress femininely 
but are feared no less than a traditional luchador. 
Also making: an appearance were “minis,” or midg- 
et luchadores, who might be half the size of most 
luchadores but are twice as crafty. Oswalt described 
a “mini” as “the star on top of the Christmas tree of 
ass-kicking.” 

Guests were also able to partake in another Mexi- 
can tradition: tequila. Brown-Foreman provided a 
complimentary tasting station that included tequilas 
from Herradura and El Jimador, both of which were 
a few notches above your typical Jose Cuervo jet fuel 
formula. However, the staff could not meet the heavy 
booze demand and was forced to close up the tequila 
station well before the end of the night. 

After drinks, it was time for the luchadores to take 
the ring. 

Introduced one by one, the 12 luchadores all had 
their crack at glory. They slapped, head-locked, 
body-slammed, clothes-lined, crotch-stomped and 
even wedgied each other in a series of back-and-forth 
bouts. 

One of the highlights of the night came when one 
luchador, who is best described as a Guy Fieri-Santa 
Claus lovechild, tossed his opponent out of the ring. 
The action made its way into the audience, bringing 
considerable excitement and probably fear to many 
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fans. 
Another luchador, clearly not suffering from low 
self-esteem, entered the ring with the word “God” tat- 


’ toded across his back. 


Upon first glance, MOLAA seemed like an odd 
venue to host the event. Sure, MOLAA is a Latin 
American art museum and lucha libre is a Latin 
American sport, but what’s “artistic” about sweaty 
men getting each other in headlocks? 

Don’t be mistaken; lucha libre is an art form in 


the truest sense. Look no further than the luchadores © 


themselves, who were decked out in vibrantly bedaz- 
zled spandex uni-suits and colorfully intricate masks 
emblazoned with, custom designs. Everywhere you 
looked the costumes were spectacular. 

Furthermore, lucha libre is more accurately clas- 
sified as theater than sport. The luchadores weren’t 
competing so much as they were performing. Picture 
lucha libre as the Mexican counterpart to the “fake 
wrestling” seen in American professional wrestling. 
It is much more about each luchador’s stage persona 
and crowd interaction than his “fighting” ability. 
Each match requires extensive choreography and at 
least mediocre acting in order to. come to fruition, not 
to discredit the athleticism of the luchadores, whose 
agility and acrobatics were truly something to mar- 
vel. 

Lucha libre may never attain mainstream popular- 
ity in the U.S., but it’s certainly not outside the realm 


of possibilities, especially considering the rapidly in- 


creasing Latino population. 

If you want to be entertained but can’t decide be- 
tween theater and sports, treat yourself to a night of 
the unforgettably bizarre, spandex spectacle that is 
lucha libre.

The 49ers will likely 
fall out of the national 
top 25 after a double- 
overtime loss to the 
Red Raiders.

After Sunday’s 2-0 win over Army 
in the Under Armour Invitational in 
Fullerton, more than a few Long Beach 
State women’s soccer players had ice 
applied to their limbs. 

The ice had several purposes — it 
provided quick relief from the triple- 
digit heat; it was a temporary cure for 
a few of the injuries the 49ers suffered 
over the weekend; and it was a feeble 
attempt to ease the burn and sting of a 
double-overtime loss to Texas Tech on 
Friday night. ‘ 

No. 20 LBSU (6-3) will likely find 
itself unranked by mid-week, as it suf- 
fered its third loss of the season on Fri- 
day to an unranked Texas Tech team. 

“The loss was a real punch to the 
face,” midfielder Eileen Maes said. “It 
just opens our eyes and makes us realize 
that nothing’s going to be given to us.” 

After a scoreless. first half, the 49ers 
and Red Raiders combined for. four 
goals in 35 minutes. After Texas Tech’s 
Hayley Haagsma started the scoring in 
the 50th minute, Maes found the back 
of the net in the 57th and 71st minutes 
to put the ‘Niners ahead. Texas Tech 
didn’t give up, however, as forward Ja- 
nine Beckie tied it up in the 85th minute 
and sent the game to overtime. 

The first overtime passed without 
a goal, and it looked like the second 
would as well. But with 31 seconds re- 
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Eileen Maes (10) scored three times this weekend and is tied with Nadia Link for the team lead in goals. 


maining, Beckie forced a turnover and 
found herself one-on-one with 49er 
goalkeeper Marrina Meyers. Meyers 


never had a chance, as Beckie found the 
back of the net without a challenge and 
won the game, 3-2, for the Red Raiders.

“Their team came out with way more 
energy, and we couldn’t handle it,’ 
Maes said. “But it’s a lesson learned.” 


It appeared that for at least one half 
of Sunday’s game against Army, LBSU 
hadn’t learned any lessons just yet. The 
‘Niners didn’t give up any goals, but 
they failed to create many chances for 
themselves and went into the locker 
room at halftime with a scoreless tie. 

All it took to break that tie was head 
coach Mauricio Ingrassia’s decision to sub 
forward Jessika Oseguera into the game. 

Oseguera started LBSU’s scoring in 
the 69th minute by crossing a ball in 
front of the Army goal to Maes, who 
tapped it to the right post and put the 
‘Niners on the board. Twelve minutes 
later, Oseguera added a goal of her own 
and provided a bit of insurance for a 
team that has had trouble holding on to 
leads- lately. The 49ers wouldn’t have 
any trouble this time, however, as they 
closed.out the game without giving up a 
goal and won 2-0. 

“Tt was a Sunday where we had 
spent a lot of energy on Friday, and our 
normal legs weren’t there for people 
that we normally count on,” Ingrassia 
said. “We really had to go deep into the 
bench and we found a team effort.” 

The bench was also relied on to com- 
pensate for injures to a couple of key 
players. In Friday night’s game, mid- 
fielder Marie MacKenzie went down 
with an apparent knee injury and didn’t 
return to action. Then in .Sunday’s 
game, midfielder Kelsey Wilson left 
after a collision with midfielder Taylor 
Nelson and was out for the remainder 
of the game. 

“Tt just makes things more competi- 
tive,” Maes said of the injuries. “People 
will be competing for their spots now, 
and once they come back they’ Il have to 
compete for their spots as well.” 

The 49ers will have a change to re- 
group and recover before their next 
game, which will. be against noncon- 
ference rival San Diego on Friday at 
George Allen Field. 
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
